MURDERS MAY CAUSE 
WAR IN THE BALKANS 


Servia Is a Buffer State and International Complica- 
tions May Follow the Bloody Revolution---Per- 
sonal Side of Alexander and Dowager. 


Special Cable. , 

London, June 11.—The possibility of in- 
ternational complications growing out 
the sensational crimé in Servia has thrill- 
ed all Europe., Every development of 
international politics in one of the Bal- 
kan-states is fraught with menace to the 
equflibrium and the peace of southern 
Eufope, “Involving, as .it does, the ever 
present “determination of Russia to domi- 
nate those states éventualiy, drive Tur- 
Key out of Europe and assume control 
of the coveted Constantinople, and the 
equally persistent determination of other 
European powers that Russia shall not 
reach the coveted goal. The crisis precip- 
itated by the coup at Belgrade has com- 
pletely eclipsed the tariff struggle which 
but -yesterday was convlusing all Eng- 
land. Is this dynastic change in Servia to 
prove the spark which will Set all the 
Balkans afire, forming pretext for outside 
interference? This is a question being 
asked on all sides, and the only possible 
reply is speculative. 

Not Much Surprise at Village. 

Nobady. familiar with the. conditions 
that have prevailed in Servia could have 
been at all surprised at any attempt to 
overthrow the dynasty, and, if necessary; 
to kill the king and the queen; that it 
should have been 'so signally successful 
is a su:prise, however, while the sensa- 
tional conditions under which it was are- 
eomplishel has conspired to inflame all 
Europe. 

In the minds of observers, it has only 
heen a question of time when Queen 
Draga would be put out of the way by 
her political enemies. -Oaly last. week the 
report came from [Pelgrade that a plot 
to poison her had been. discovered. Upon 
previous occasions there have been efforts 
to assassinate the woman who has been 
the controlling power since Alexander, 
as a mere boy, ascended the throne. Her 
high-handei methods since Alexander 
made her a queen in 199 has served to 
increase the bitterness toward her. Alex- 
ander and his queen have had not only 
the contempt of' all Europe, but the con- 
tempt of most true Servians, and their 
personal safety has been insured only by 
the standing*‘army which has kept guard 
at the palace. When the army went back 
on them, as the dispatches show that it 
did, their last refuge was taken away. 

The Career of Alexander. 

Alexander ascended the throne in 1889. 
He was then a boy of 13. He is the son 
cf King Milan, who was the most noto- 
rious of European monarchs. Milan 
reigned twenty years, during which time 
he succeeded in making a record for 
profligacy and dissipation which has sel- 
dom been equaled .in history. When, in 
1899, he abdicated in favor of his son, 
he had succeeded in earning the contempt 
of all his people as well as of all decent 
people throughout the werld 

The boy king reigned for a few years 
through regents, high officials of state, 
and during this period his rule was not 
bad, because he waS a mere figurehead. 
When he was 15 years of age he fell into 
the clutches of the wife of a colonel in 
the Servian army, Madame Draga Mas- 
chin. She was a brilliant and very 
ambitious woman, who had no idea of 
letting a little thing Hke morals stand 
in the way of her ambition. Her rela- 
tions with the young king were so scan- 
dalous that her husband was compelled 
to get a divorce from her. . She lived in 
the palace with the king, and despite all 
of the efforts of his queen mother, he 
fell completely under her sway. 


Twice His Age. 


Madame Draga was at this time at 
least twice the age of the king, but he 
was completely’ fascinated by her. When 
he had been on the throne about four 
years she. determined that, for her own 
interests, it was necessary to get rid 
of the regents. It was a battle for po- 
litical life between them and her, and she 
won, ~The king had the regents thrown 
into prison on a trumped-up charge of 
treason and proclaimed himself king, the 
real thing. Since then, Draga’s sway 
has been absolute. In all his acts the 
king has been influenced by her. He is 
described as a degenerate and the scan- 
dals about’ the court at Belgrade are 


the most nauseating in European court 
circles. So nasty have these been, s0 no- 
torious, that Alexander and his queen 
have ever been unable to secure social 
recognition at the hands of the royalty. 

In 1900, after he had vainly endeavored 
to make.a respectable match.. with. some 
princess, but had been uniformly reject- 
ed, Alexander married Draga. 


Fight for the Throne. 
They have not had a child. Servia, be- 


‘irig: one of the Nttla states bétween the 


Russian frontier and the Mediterranéan, 
plays an important part in the politics 
of Europe. The fight for control is be- 
tween Austria and Russia. The Austrian 
influence has been the strongest with 
the Obrenovitch dynasty, just deposed, 
while the Russian influence. is- largely 
allied with the Karageorgeovitch family; 
in whose name the present coup was ac- 
complished. 

The fact that the queen had not fur- 
nished an heir to the throne has ‘caused 
the question of. the succession to. be.a 
very five one in Servian affairs. Alex- 
ander had made overtures to Russia to 
let Russia select the heir apparent on 
condition that the Russian empress would 
recognize and receive Queen Draga, but, 
although the Russian statesmen regarded 
it of tne highest importance that they 
should. dominate in Servia, the Russian 
empress, who is a good woman with old- 
fashioned ideas of decency, would not 
consent. 

Wanted Her Brother Chosen. 

Queen Draga had a little plan of her 
own in this emergency. which was to pro- 
claim’ her brotaer, Nikoden Lunjevitza, as 
heir apparent. He and she were children 
of a’ respectable horse dealer at Belgrade, 
and the boy, who is said to be a very de- 
cent sort of a fellow, had absolutely no 
claim upon the throne and had no sup- 
porters except his sister. When a year 
or more ago it bécame known that she 
had influenced the king to a favorable 
consideration of her brother's claims, the 
ministry decided that it was their patriot- 
ic duty to stand in the way of the con- 
summaticn of any such plan. The cabinet 
called upon the king at his palace and 
asked for an audtence. When the king 
appeared it was with the queen upon his 
arm.’ To the suggestion of the prime 
minister that his cabinet desired to con- 
sult @vith him upon a matter of state, 
Alexander declinéd to dismiss the queen, 
but insisted that she be present. The 
ministers suggested that before any steps 
were taken toward the gelection of the 
heir-apparent it would be wise to consult 
with the leaders of parliament because the 
approval of that body was necessary un- 
der the constitution. According to the 
stories printed at the time, Alexander in- 
terrupted, declaring: ‘I shall carry out 
my will.’’ ‘‘The will of the people must 
also. be considered,’’ was the response. At 
this the queen motioned her husband to 
be silent, and brought the audience to an 
end by declaring that “The will of the 
monarch is jhe more important.’’ Then 
she almost dragged the king through the 
audience chamber. 

It was her settled plan to have her 
brother named, but a few days later she 
received a message from the leaders of 
parliament to the effect that if she tried 
that sort of a game it would be very dan- 
gerous for her and that there would be no 
guarantee of her personal safety. Since 
then she has said little, apparently, on 
the subject of her brother’s selection, but 
his return to the palace was the excuse 
of the killing of king, queen and the lead- 
ihg members of the king’s cabinet. 


- The New King. ' 


Peter Karageorgeovitch, wha has been 
proclaimed king, has been the recognized 


‘pretender to the throne as the descend- 


ant of the great Karageorge, who was 
the liberator of Servia. Peter Kara- 
georgeovitch has been living quietly in 
Switzerland for a good many years, en- 
gaged in scientific pursuits. He is an old 
man and it is not considered probable that 
he had any direct hand in the plot for 
the overthrow of Alexander, though he 
and the fellowers of his family have been 
the leading opponents of the Alexander 
dynasty. He married the daughter of 
Prince Nicholas -of Montenegro and his 
relations with Russia are very close. His 
three eons are either officers of the Rus-

Belgrade, June 11.—A military conspir- 
acy, which subsequent events show had 
the sympathy pf fhe majority of the Ser- 
vian people, was carried out in the early 
hours of this morning and King Alexan- 
der, Queen Draga, her two brothers and 
several ministérs were assassinated. 

Prince Peter Karageorgeovitch, pre- 
tender to the throne, has been proclaimed 
king by the army, and there is every rea- 
son to .bélieve that this decision will be 
confirmed by the Servian parliament, 
which has been summoned to meet on 
June 165, 

The revolution was executed without 
any opposition on the part of the people 
of Belgrade, and the capital and the coun- 
try remain tranquil. 

While the main outlines of the events 
which took place within the royal palace 
are known, the details are conflicting, ow- 
ing to the extraordinary secrecy with 
which the plot was contrived and carried 
out. The chief conspirators were all men 
of high rank, who acted in concert with 
the army. The participation of the lat- 
ter in the assassinations of last night, 
which blotted out the Obrenovitch dynas- 
ty, which has ruled Servia with a short 
intermission for nearly a century, is main- 
ly due to the attitude of King Alexander 
and his consort toward the officers of the 
army, whom he always treated with scant 
courtesy. His desire to remove the war 
school from Belgrade to Shebatz particu- 
larly gave the officers offense. 
SINISTER DAY IN HISTORY

PRINCE PETER TALKS 


Man Named by Assassins to’ Succeed Alexander 
Says He Was Not Cognizant of the Plot. 
Prince Is in Geneva.

Geneva, June 11.—Prince Peter Kara- 
georgeovitch, whom the Servian army has 
proclaimed king, has been living in 
Geneva since 1891. He appeared greatly 
astonished on receiving the news from 
Belgrade, which he said had reached him 
through a private telegram ‘from Vienna. 
The prince did not leave the house all 
day. 
Over the telephone this” "afternoon he 
said to the Associated Press correspon- 
dent he had not yet received any official 
notice. regarding the events which ‘took 
Dlaee in Belgrade iast night. He did not 
even know whethér it was true that he 
had been proclaimed king and he said h¢ 
did’ not hnow when, if at all, he would 
start: for Belgrade. The ministry, he 
added, included several of his adherents, 
but he Was unable to speak definitely on 
this subject, as a’ number of names had 
been mutilated in telegraphic transmis- 
sion, 

Through the Russian consul, an infimate 
friend of Prince Karageorgeovitch, the 
Associated) Press correspondent this even- 
ing obtain@® the following statement: 

“Prince Kafageérgeovitch declares him- 
selt innorent “of any knowledge of thé 
tragedy at Belgrade. He said that 
through his grandfather he undoubtediy 
had the best right to the Servian throne 
and intended taking it, if possible. for 
the sake of his son, but he expected to 
meet with great difficulties and hoped for 
assistance from Austria.”’ 

From other sources it is learned *that 
the prince will leaye secretly on Friday 
morning for .ienna, whence he will pro- 
ceed to Belgrade. Rumors have been 
current here for three days of expected 
trouble in Servia and Prince Karageorgeo- 
vitch has been receiving an enormous 
number of telegrams fur a. week ‘past, 
many of them from the frontier of Ser- 
via, “ 

Had Careworn Expression. 

During his residence in Geneya Prince 
Karageorgeovitch went freely into 4s0- 
ciety. It has been a subject of general 
remark among the aristocracy and the 
people that he has looked extremely care- 
worn for some months, 

The prince is a widower, 53 years oid 
and appears . older. He is of. medium 
height ani build and his face, distinguish- 
ed by a long military moustache, is rather 
fiery. He has three children, George, his 
heir, 16 years old; Alexander, 14 years old, 
and Helene, 19 years old. He lives in an 
extremely simple manner and occupies:a 
whole house, an unusua! thing in Geneva, 
in the Rue de La Bellotte. The house is 
e‘egantly furnished, though the prince is 
not rich, and keeps only a woman ser- 
vant and a valet... He has several times 
proclaimed himself heir to thé Servian 
throne, but has no entourage, as his pov- 


erty was known, and the presence of a 
court would have excited suspicion. 

Russian money was undoubtedly used 

in the revolution, which, according tb 
general be'ief was planned hére. It is re 
called that when the Austrian empress 
was murdered by an anarchist, Lucheni, 
at Geneva in 169%, Prince Karageorgeo- 
} Fitch ‘Openly applauded the deed. He Js 
extremely popular -here with,,all clauses 
anit is described as anassuming, sersible 
}end strictly honest fn all private and pub- 
fie transactions. 
The prince usually visited Vienna and 
}St. Petersburg every year, but recently 
he has been sévera] times to Vienna and 
has also visited St. Petersburg, where 
his son. is at school. ! 

He is still received as a member of the 
Montenegrin roya] family, into which he 
married. 

Prince Peter Karageorgevitch lives In a 
modest apartment on the Rue de la Bel- 
lote. Recently he has been in constant 
communication with Servian politicians 
and has several times been to Vienna, 
and he also has visited St. Petersburg, 
where his son is at school. 


Prince Peter Known in Paris. 


Paris, June 11.—Prince Peter Kara- 
georgevitch was a member of the fash- 
lonable diplomatic set of Paris and in- 
cluded among his acquaintances a num- 
ber of Americans. He is described as 
having an agreeable personality, is about 
50 years of age, has been a frequenter 
of leading clubs and hotels, and was a 
well known character at the races and 
sports. He was educated at the St. Cyr 
military college and entered the French 
army in 1870 with the rank of captain. A 
brother, Prince Arsene, is now in Paris. 
The latter received a dispatch today ad- 
vising him that his brother had been 
proclaimed king. Ptince Arsene said he 
prowally would join his brother and take 
part in the events connected with his 
assuming the sovereignty of Servia. 

Dr. Petrovitch, of the Servian legation, 
described the new king as a student of 
affairs of state, as being intensely ani- 
mated by Servia’s political destinies and 
as an admirer of Russia. The newly 
proclaimed king, Dr. Petrovitch added, 
is sending his son to St. Petersburg, 
where he wil] be educated at the expense 
of the imperial court of Russia. 

Politicians had frequently sought to 
induce the new king to attempt to take 
| the throne of Servia, but he has always 
Teplied that he would not permit a dy- 
nastic contest to provoke a civil convul- 
sion, and he preferred to await the re- 
sult of the popular weariness resulting 
from the old regime. 

The newly proclaimed king was born in 
| Belgrade in 1846 and was married in 1883 
to Princess Zorka, daughter of Prince 
Nicholas of Montenegro. She died in 1890. 
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LIFE MEN DECLINED RISKS 
ON ALEXANDER AND DRAGA 


Paris, June 11.—The Paris manager of 
oné of the leading American life insur- 
ance companies informed the correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press that a num- 
ber of efforts were made to insure the 
lives of the Servian sovereigns, but that 
the company declined to accept the risks, 
knowing of the dynastic intrigues. Simi- 
lar efforts were made with another Amer- 
i¢an company, which also declined the 
application. The first was made three 
years ago through Budapest, Vienna and 
London agencies, and another was made 
seven months ago for Queen Draga only. 
The latest application was put in about 
a month ago for King Alexander only. 
through a Stuttgart agency. One reason 
for the refusal was the persistency of the 
applications. 

A leading official of the company who 
visited Belgrade three weeks ago said 
he was not surprised at the tragedies. 
During his visit he had formed the im- 
pression that the then existing political 
situation could not last and that a ca- 
tastrophe was imminent. The king and 
queen remained in the palace and did not 
dare to. go out. An.army officer inform- 
ed the Official that neither the army nor

perse them was not executed. The uni- 
versal sentiment of both high and low 
classes was antagonistic to the king and 
his consort and the Servians generally 
were anxious to rid the country of them 
at any cost. 

London, June 11.—The Servian minister 
here relates a curious incident. He said 
that a month ago he was present at a 
clairvoyant’s seance at which a letter 
written by the murdered king was handed 
to the clairvoyant, who immediately be- 
came violently agitated. proclaimed that 
King Alexander would be assassinated

STATEMENT IN REGARD

She Will Not Interfere Unless Hei 
Interests Are Jeopardized—Ger- 
man Feeling Not Friendly 
to the Murderers of 
the King.

“Austro-Hungarian policy observes cOm- 
plete neutrality as to events in Servia, 
and will abandon this standpoint only 
in the event, which a¥ present is not to 
be assumed of being forced to do 80 
through the immediate jeopardizing of 
our interests. In conformity with that 
principle of our policy by which we de- 
sire to promote with all our strength 
the prosperous development of Servia, 
we stiould regard the reversion of the 
Servians’ to the old Karageorgeéevich dy-

Paris Shocked by Tragedy. 

Paris, June 11.—During the afternoon 
the Servian legation received an official 
despatch in cipher, signed by a member 
of the new government, which confirmed 
the deaths of the king and queen and 
specially emphasized the fact that perfect 
quiet prevailed at Belgrade and through- 
out Servia. 

Foreign Minister Del Casse called at the 
Servian legation and presented the con- 
dolences of the French government. The 
legation wae besieged during the day by 
resident Servians. 

The presentation of many messages of 
condolence brought out the pecullar 
status of the present Servian government, 
which is receiving condolences on the stic- 
cess of its own acts. 

The tragedy at Belgrade was the uni- 
versal theme for discussion in the lobbies 
of the senate chamber and general horror 
or surprise were expressed at the unfore- 
seen events, which, it is belleved, will 
not have a serious effect on European pol- 
itics. 

Public sentiment ig intensely wrought 
up over the bloody event in Servia. 
Throughout the day the tragedy was dis- 
cussed at the foreign office, in govern- 
ment circles generally, on the bourse. at 
the clubs and in the cafes and public 
thoroughfares. As the details of the 
atrocity became known a feeling of tm- 
dignation arose over the calm, systematic 
method of carrying out the murders. A 
few of the newspapers seemingly justi- 
fied the radical measures adopted against 
The late Queen Draga, holding her chiefly 
responsible, but the more serious papers, 
like The Temps and The Journal Des 
Debats, sound a note of warning. The 
Des Debats particuarly voiced the wide- 
spread feeling of indignation, saying 
there was “no parallel for such a drama 
except in the days of barbarianism or 
among barbarians.’ 

The belief is rapidly gaining ground 
here that the new dynasty will have a 
dangerous task in attempting to overcome 
the recollection of its bloody entrance 
into power. The Debats characterizes the 
dominant Servian element as ‘the party 
of regicides.”’ 

Attitude of Germany. 

Berlin, June 11.—The German govern- 
ment cannot be said to have taken any 
attitude as yet regarding the provisional! 
administration of Servia. Horror was 
expressed at the foreign office at the 
bloody coup d'etat. The immediate feel- 
ing is one of antagonism to the new 
ministry, and there is an indisposition to 
make its path easy. The foreign office 
for the present is simply waiting “ull 
information from its legation at Belgrade 
and 1s also sounding other chancellories. 
- The fact that King Alexander was not 
allied to any European reigning family 
is regarded as simplifying the situation.

Race of the Three Yachts Was a 
Fine One. 

New York, June 11.—That it bkas no 
equal in American waters in a smooth 
sea and a light wind, the Reliance dem- 
onstrated again.today by another victory 
over the Constitution and the Colum- 
bia. 

After a sharp brush, which continued 
for nearly an hour, the Relfance got the 
lead over thé Constitution and held it 
to the finish, defeating it by five minutes 
and fifty-two. seconds. The Columbia lost 
five minutes by a shift of wind which 
placed it to the leeward of the others. 
The Reliance beat it by twelve minutes 
and fifty-four seconds. The race was sail- 
ed over the American cup course, 15 miles 
from Sandy Hook to windward and re- 
turn, 30 miles around. The start was 
faultless, the three boats crossing the 
line almost even.

They were aided 
by treason within. The aide de camp on 
duty, Colonel Naumovics, had been won 
over by the conspirators, and was en- 
trusted with the plans for action within 
the royal enclosure, Several doors lead- 
ing te the royal apartments were blownfn 
by" dynamite, Colonel Naumovics himself 
bursting in the door of the royal cham- 
ber with a bomb. The officers had called 
on the king to open, but he had curtly 
refused. 

As the door fell the king rushed to a 
window and appealed for assistance, but 
no answer came. 
he returned to the queen, holding her in 
his arms to protect her, and awaited the 
conspirators. 

Colonel Naumovics and the officers then 
entered the room. Naumovics presented 
to the king a form of abdication for his 
signature. The ducument contained. the 
statement that by marrying a “public 
prostitute,’’ the king had degraded Servia, 
and that he must abdigate. The king’s 
answer was to draw a revolver and kill 
Naumoviecs on the spot. Colonel Mischic: 
picked up the document and presented it 
aguin. King Alexander waved it from 
him. The oflicers then, with their drawh 
revolvers, fired a hail of bullets and the 
royal couple fell together to the ground. 
The king lingered unti! 4 o'clock this 
morning, when he died.

SINGLE CANNON. SHOT 
TELLS .OF BLOODY CRIME 
A single cannon shot ‘announced the 
execution of the plot, all the terrible de- 
tails of which perhaps may never accu- 
rately be known. Detachments of troops 
immediatély- marched to the bureaus of 
posts and telegraphs and the railway sta- 
tions and occupied them. Other troops 
immediately’ marched to the barracks and 
proclaimed Prince Karageorgeovitch king. 
A body of mounted officers, with Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Gruics, son of the present 
ambassador at Constantinople, at their 


head, rode to the center of the town and | 


announced the army’s choice to the peo- 
ple, who, now alarmed, thronged the 
streets. 

Enthusiastic shouts were raised of 
“Long live Karageorgeovitch’’ and ‘‘Long 
live the army.’’ The warmest welcéme 
was extended to Queen Draga’s brother in 
law, Colonel Maschin, one of the regicides. 
The troops of the barracks received the 
news with joy. There was only one ob- 
jector, General Nikolics, €ommander of 
the Danube division, who was promptly 
shot down and severely wounded, but noc 
before he had shot and killed Adqutemant 
Gagics. 

Places of business are closed:and many 
inhabitants have:ieft the town. Even 
with a pass, itis difficult to obtain admis- 
sion’ to Belgrade, so caréfully is it

The newspapers are almost unanimous 
in approving the revolution.

WERE KILLED IN. ) ALACE 


About 1 o’clock ‘a. m. the troops, who 
had been tampered. with by the foes of 
the dynasty, surrounded the palace. The 
i doors were forced and the leaders of the 
plot entered and assassinated King Al- 
exander, Queen Draga, the queen's two 
brothers, Premier Markovich, the minis- 
ter of war,.two aides de camp and two 
other officers.

were murdered vary. One story goes 
that an officer approached the bed of the 
king and queen and, rousing them, de- 
manded that Alexander abdicate, as he 
had degraded Servia by marrying a ‘‘pub- 
lic prostitute.”” The king’s reply was a 
shot from a revolver, which killed the 
officer. 

Alexander and Draga, attired ig their 
night clothes, then fled to the roof of the 
palace, where they were pursued and 
shot to death. Another account states 
that Queen Draga was brained by an ax 
in fhe hands of her brother in law, Colo- 
nel Alexander Machin. 


PRINCE PETER CHOSEN 
TO RULE OVER SERVIA 

Owing to -the’ rigid censorship it, is al. 
most impossible to learn exactly what 
happened in the palace save ‘that the 
king and queen and other members of 
their household were assassinated. 

The murders were te result of a mili- 
tary revolution. The leaders immediately 
proclaimed Prince Karageorgevitch king. 

A new government was formed and the 
folowing pro@famation issued: 

“TO THE SERVIAN PEOPLE: 

“Last- night the king and queen. were 
shot. In this grave and fateful moment 
friends of the fatherland have. combined 
to form a new government. While the 
government makes this announcement to 
the people, it is convinced that the Servian 
people will gather round it and lend it 
their aid to maintain order and security 
throughout the iafid. 

“The government hereby makes known 
that from today the constitution of April” 
6, 1901, comes in force: A meeting of Sed 
national represenjatives, dissolved by a 
proclamation of March %, is summoned to. 
meet at Belgrade June.a§,

ALL BLAME FOR TRAGEDY 
PLACED ON QUEEN DRAGA 


Paris, June 11.—Prince Bodijar Kara- 
georgevitch, a cousin of the proclaimed 
king, is a resident of Paris. 

He told a Temps reporter that he did 
not hesitate to declare that he considered 
Queen Draga to Nave been.the cause 
of the assassinations. On ~ becoming 
queen she made herself feared and then 
hated. She brutally révenged herself for 
the slightest offenses and pitilessly crush- 
ed high or low who had the misfortune 
to displease her. 

The late king was only a tool in the 
hands of this bold dominating woman. 
He was so weak-minded that a doctor 


“who attended him at Biarritz declared 
that if he had been a Frenchman he 
would have been declared intellectually 
unfit for military” service. 

Prince Bodijar added: 

“The youthful sovereign was the vic- 
tim of the merited unpopularity of his 
consort. He could not resist her. . His 
culpable weakness destroyed him. More- 
over. ‘Who so draws the sword shall 
perish by the sword.” My*%family has 
been tried to the utmost., My grandfather 
was assassinated and séventeen of my 
relatives have been executed without 
trial, while others were tortured. Such 
crimes must be expiated sooner or later.”’

Flags are fiying from nearly every 
house in Belgrade and fhere is absolutely 
no display whatever of crepe or other 
signs of mourning. The royal standard 


has been lowered from over the palace. 
Reports from places outside of Belgrade 


indicate that the country accepts the dis- 
appearance of ,the Obernoviteh dynasty 
without regret. , 
According to the best available tnforma- 
tion obtainable, the crime was carried 
out by members of the Sixth\ infantry, 
under the command of Colonels Michich 
and Maschin. The latter is a brother 
in law of Queen Draga and is minister 
of public works in the new cabinet. The 
soldiers appear to have fought their way 
into the palace, shooting down the aide 
de’ camp on duty, , Colonel Naumovics. 
According to anothefF version, the king 
shot Naumovics because he opened the 
gate to his assailants, thereby creating a 
suspicion of his connivance. Some of the 
Other persons killed were surprised in 
their houses simultaneously with the at- 
tack on the palace. The remains of King 
Alexander will probably be buried at the 
convent of Rakovza. The other bodies 
will be interred in the local cemetery. 


FEW FRIENDS FOUGHT Y 

While the king and queen of Servia 
were facing death at the palace, the 
streets of Belgrade were already occupied 
by soldiers and an armed force surround- 
ed the royal residence. The horses and 
guns of the batteries of artillery were 
all decorated with evergreens, as for a 
festival. The soldiers discardeg the badge 
of King Alexander from their helmets. 

An attempt was made te support the 
dynasty by the commander of the Dan- 
ube division, who tried to march the 
Eighth regiment of infantry into the 
city to help the late king, but he was 
opposed by a body of troops under Colo- 
ne] Gagowits. In the fight which ensued 
both the officers mamtioned were killed. 

What purports to be an Official expla- 
nation of the tragedy was issued at Bel- 
gtade during the day. It says: 

“After dinner on Wednesday evening 
the king and quéen; with some of their 
relatives and several ministers, sat on 
the balcony of the palace. Suddenly the

PEOPLE SEEM WILLING 

TO ACUEPT NEW KING 

All remains quiet tonight, an encdur- 
aging effect being produced bythe ab- 
soiute unanimity which prevails regard- 
ing the choice of a new ruler, whose 
rroclamation as king by the army will 
undoubtedly be ratified by parilament. 
This quiet acceptance of the revolution 
is apparently the same throughout the 
country, but fears are’ entertained that 
an attack may be made on prefects and 
communal authorities. The government, 
therefore, has taken strong measures 
to suppress any opposition to its will. 

It had. been expected that Prince Kara- 
georgevitch would arrive immediately, but 
it is said tonight he will arrive after he 
bas been summoned by pariilament. 

Colonel Bogden Danijanovics has been 
appointed prefect of Belgra and the 
members of the late government who 
were not murdered have been liberated. 
The former leaders of the -radical party, 
Messrs, Pasics, Vusics and Nilosaivivics, 
who have been staying at Abazzia, have 
been summoned hither.

New Ministers All Hated Alexander. 


Berlin, June 11.—The members of the 
provisional ministry of Servia form an 
energetic group. Each one is a person 
of some celebrity In Seria. 

M. Avakumovics, the new premier, was 
premier in the liberal government of 
1892 and previously was minister of jus- 
tice and judge of the court of appeals. 
He is the best known jurist in Servia. 
M. Protice, the new minister of the in- 
terior, is the most prominent leader of 
the radicals and an able speaker and 
writer, ; 

M. Kalievics, the new foreign minister, 
was premier in 1855 and later minjster at 
Vienna. Latterly he had been a senator 
and has been octapying a neutral .polit- 
ical situation. 

M. Schiokovics, the new minister of 
justice, sharply criticised the doings of 
the royal pair in the last parliament. 
Like M. Protics, he was condemned to 
twenty years’ imprisonment because of 
his complicity ‘in a ,plot agatnst King 
Milan, but he was pardoned:

The history of Servian politics is a 
story of rivairy between the two fami- 
lies founded by peasants. The greatest 
hero of Servian history, the man who was 
the real liberator of his country from the 
dominion of the Turks, was George Petro- 
yitch, called Karageorge as a nickname 
hecause of his dark complexion and black 
hair. “‘Kara’’ means black. He was the 
first king of Servia, having organized a 
liberal monarchy after he had driven out 
the Turks. He was a man of great 
strength, but seems to have been ahead of 
his times in a good many ways. Because 
the public would not sustain al] of his 
reforms he abdicated after having reign- 
edi nine years. He was. succeeded by 
Milos Obren, who was the son of a house 
servant, but who had risen to become an 
influential man. Milos was afraid of a 
popular movement which would reca!l 
Karageorge to the throne, so he con- 
veniently had that patriot assassinated. 

This little affair was the beginning of 
a deadly feud between the Obrenovitch 
and Karageorgeovitch families, which 
has been the dividing line in Servian 
politics ever since, Milos was compelied 
to abdicate in favor of his oldest son, 
Milan 11], who was suceeeded a month 
after by his brother, Michael. He 
was a good king, but believed in spending 
public money, which did not please his 
subjects, who drove him from power, 
electing as king Aiexander Karageorgeo- 
vitch. son of the great Black George. 
Several years later, although Alexander 
had made an excellent king, he was com- 
pelled to abdicate and old Milos was call- 
ed back. 

Like Mountain Kentucky. 

Whichever side has been in power has 
had to gvard against attempted assass!i- 
nations and little -pleasantries of that 
kind. Milan IV, of the Obrenovitch fami- 
ly, was crowned in 1869, and as stated, 
reigned for twenty years to the injury fF 
and infamy of his country. Then came 
aiong Alexander,, who has just been put 
out of the way. 

The new king, Peter K arageorgeovitca, 
will have no easy time. The wholesale 
killing at the palace at Belgrade removed 
the most < ve and active leaders of 
the Obrenoviteh ranks, however, and the 
descendant of Karageorge will go back 
to Belgrade with the populace orm his. sidc.

Captain John A. Thompson _ received 
the letter, when it should have been ad- 
dressed to Captain Z. B. Moon, The ser- 
geant referred to in the letter received 
by Captain Thomygson was Frank Whit- 
ley, he having. received a similar lettér 
from the same lawyer. 

The lades, who are Mrs. O. C. and A. 
G. Malcolm, of No. 47 Piedmont avenue, 
tlaim that when they passed Captain 
Moon and Sergeant Whitley on the street 
Tuesday night, one of them made what 
they believed to have beén a remark at 
which they became greatly offended. ‘, 

Captain Moon and Sergeant Whitley 
state that nothing whatever was said or 
done at which the ladies could have 
taken the least offense. Sergeant Whit- 
ley, they say, made a remark to Cap- 
tain Moon just as the ladies were passing, 
but he did not intend to say anything ex- 
cept what was called forth in a conver- 
sation he was having with Captain Moon 
about an affair which they were then in- 
vestigating.. ; ' 

“Tf said nothing whatever to the ladies 
or uttered a word intended for them,” 
states the sergeant, and in this he is 
cerroborated by Captain Moon. 

Letter Surprised Him. 

It was Wednesday night that Captain 
Thompson received in his mail a letter 
from Attorney F. M. Powers, in which 
the writer said that Mrs. O. C. and 
Mrs. A. G. Malcolm nad become offended 
at what he had said in company with 
Sergeant Whitley, and the lawyer re- 
quested that the captain apologize to the 
ladies. 

Captain Thompson was béth puzzled 
and. indignant, and he showed the letter 
to Chief Ball. 

The chief secured the hadress of the 
two ladies, and early yesterday morning 
Detective Ozburn and Officer Gloer went 
to 47 Piedmont avenue and secured a 
written statement from the ladies who 
had made the complaint. In that state- 
ment they said they had gone toa meet- 
ing of Rebekah lodge of Odd Fellows, in 
a hall on Decatur street, Tuesday night, 
and while returning turned down Pratt 
street. 

“We first passed a man in his~ shirt 
sleeves,’’ they state, “and he made some 
remark to us which frightened us. A 
lfttle later we saw two police officers and 
thought we would get protéction. As we 
passed the officers one of them said: 
‘Here are our girls now.’ This frighten- 
ed us all the more and we hurried home.” 

Captain Moon’s Statement. 

When seen about the affair yesterday, 
Captain Moon said: 

“Tl have nothing whatever to conceal 
about the affair. Nothing has been done 
or said at which any lady could take of- 
fense. Sergeant Whitley and I had been 
walking down that part of Pratt street 
which has & shady reputation, and we 
were looking for the house of a notorious 
woman whom the police have to keep 
under vigilance. The hour was 10 0 ¢:ock 
when two ladies passed us. Just before 
they approached, Sergeant Whitley made 
the remark: ‘Here may be’some of the 
girls now,’ or words to that effect. Not 
a word was spoken to the ladies, the 
remark of the sergeant being addressed to 
me, and he spoke in an ordinary tone of 
voice. We have _been to see the lawyer 
who wrote the notes and told him we 
had nothing whatever to apologize for, 
but We would like for him to repeat to 
the ladies the explanation we had mada. 
He replied he did not think there was 
anything in the matter, and the explana- 
tion would, he was sure, be perfectly 
satisfactory, That is all there is to it.’’ 

What Sergeant Whitley Says. 

Sergeant Whitley said: 

“Tike Captain Moon, I have nothing to 
conceal, I remember while walking down 
Pratt street at a late hour Tuesday night 
we,.met two ladies. We were then ds- 
cussing the finding of a house whicR had 
to be kept under surveillance, and J said 
something about there ‘may be two of- 
the girls now.’ The remark was ad- 
dressed to Captain Moon, and I did not 
intend for the ladies to hear it. I hava 
not in the least done anything that was 
wrong and do not fear a full investiga- 
tion. I have seen Attorney Powers and 
he is satisfied there is no ground for any 
complaint against me. As for Captain 
Moon, he never said a word when we 
met the ladies. Attorney Powers stated 
to me that the accounts we gave him and 
the story told by the ladies tallied ex- 
actly, and he could not see where the 
slightest blame could be attached to us.”’ 

In the meantime, Captain Thompson 
thought that an apology of some kind 
was due him. He called to see Attorney 
Powers, and when it was shown “that a 
mistake had been made the lawyer said 
he regretted it very much. This was 
satisfactory to the captain. 

Chief Ball was out of the city yester- 
day and did not return until late last 
night.” He thas not had time to lovk into 
the affair or receive the reports of Of- 
ficergs Ozburn and Gloer. He will prob- 
ably take up the matter this morning.

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NARROW ESCAPE 
OF ATLANTA MAN 


S, N. Dykeman Injured in 
Wreck, Is at Rock 
Hill, S. C. 


Word was received yesterday by Su- 
perintendent Terrell, of the railway mail 
service, that S. N. Dykeman, of Atlanta, 
who was injured in the wreck at Fort 
Mill, 5. C., last Monday, was at the 
hospital at Rock Hill, S. C.,. that his 
wife was with him, and that, although 
severely: injured, there were no bones 
broken. 

Mr. Dykema. together with Mr. Butts 
and Mr. Dagnall, also of this city. were on 
fast mafl No. 97, in the capacity of 
railway postal clerks -when the train col- 
lided head-on while running at a speed 
of 6 miles an hour with a freight train. 
There were only three cars on the train 
at the time of the accident, two mail! cars 
and a mail storage car. Mr. Dykeman was 
on the front car of the train; which was 
entirely demolished and scattered in every 
direction, leaving only the car deck in- 
tact. Mr. Dykeman’'s escape from death 
was a little short of miraculous. He was 
thrown from the shattered car some 40 
feet from the track and at the time 
was believed to be dead. His vyife 
Was sent for immediately and the injured 
man was carried to the Rock Hill hos- 
pital. Mr, Butts and Mr. Dagnall were 
on the rear coach, and escaped with ge- 
vere, but not serjous, injury, and were 
able to come on to this city. 

The majl matter was badly scattered 
ali over the immediate vicinity, but every 
bit was collected and none wgs lost: It 
was later brought to this city for gen- 
eral distribution.

“Yhe beginning of his incumbency of his 


office has neglected the interests, and in 
many ways antagonized, of the Ameri- 
cans. He !s charged with the display of 
an arrogant and overbearing manner, a 
lack of courtesy toward his fellow-coun- 
trymen in the ordinary business of his 
Office and with dereliction of duty in 
many ways. 

The protest. against Mr. Mills is re- 
markable both for its character and for 
the unanimity with which it has been 
indorsed by the American citizens under 
bis jurisdiction. In this respect, it is one 
of the most remarkable documents in 
the files of the state department. That 
‘he be removed seems to be the desire of 
ali the Americans who have been brought 
in contact with him in an official way. 

Yuited States Senator Clay, who is in 
Washington, has conferred with  Secre- 
tary of State Hay regarding Consul 
Mills, especia'ly with reference to his

+ He's Professor John H. Furman, one 
of the most noted mining experts in the 
world.

Africa, Australia and other rich mining 
fegions of the world, but he is well 
known in this state. He is a brother of 
the late Farish Furman, who was a

His family is one of the 
most prominent in Georgia. 

Professor Furman himself is an emi- 
nent scientist, a skilled geologist and a 
man of large interests.

Professor Furman has ben instrumen- 
tal in placing a number of Mexican min- 
ing properties on the market, especially 
in London. There were long drawn out 
negotiations over a property owned by 
Don Ramos, a wealthy Mexican. Be- 
cause Ramos placed to his own credit 
£2,700 sent to him by a London company 
which was conducting negotiations with 
him through Professor Furman, it is 
charged that Professor Furman was re- 
sponsible because of advice he gave Ra- 
mos, There has been no attempt to ar- 
rest Ramos and no charge has been made 
against him. He is a prominent Mexican. 
Because Professor Furman is an Ameri- 
can, he is hailed before the Mexican 
courts, entirely contrary to the treaty 
regulations and his rights, and is made 
to guffer largely on account of the fail- 
ure of Consul Mills to look after his in- 
terests. The activity, of the British am- 
bassador is said to be due to his friend- 
ship for some of the London capitalists 
who went into the deal with Ramos and 
now regret it, and who, with certain Mex- 


icans, are charged by Professor Furman 
with having entered into conspiracy 


against him. 


“It igs now positively evident,’’ he says, 
“that this outrage is the result of a con- 
spiracy against me in which a promin@it 
Mexican banker is involved and who is at 
the bottom of the action of the atuhori- 
ties. There is no law in it, only a vile 
manifestation of personal influence.”’ 

He further says that the state prosecut- 
ing attorney -has delivered his opinion to 
the highest court there that the action 
against him is in no way justified and 
that he is wrongfully imprisoned. 

In. response to request to give the de- 
tails of the charge against him, Profes- 
sor Furman telegraphs as follows:

The American tonsul here is worse 
than useless and the Americans here are 
Outraged at this neglect of duty.

“The damage to me is almost incalcu- 
lable.

In answer to an Appeal recently issued 
by General Gordon, several dozens of 
boxes of fragrant magnolias and beauti- 
ful roses and wreaths made of evergreen 
and moss arrived from chapters in the 
south. 

Governor George K. Nash, Rev. John

Baltimore, June 11.—The preliminary 
hearing of C. Ellsworth Upton and Thom- 
as W. McGregor, charged with complicity 
in the postoffice department frauds, took 
place today before United States Com- 
missioner Rogers.. The specific charge 
against Upton and McGregor was that 
they thhad conspired with C. E. Smith, a 
trunk merchant of Baltimore, to furnish 
mail pouches to the government at an 
exorbitant figure. 

At today’s testimony Smith was used 
as a witness for the government. He tes- 
tifled that he boiight the pouches in lots 
of 10,000 at Worcester, Mass., paying 30 
and 3 cents a pouch. On the advice of 
Upton, he put in a bid at 90 cents, which 
was accepted. Whén he got the mone? he 
gave 40 per cent to Upton and McGregor 
and kept the balance of the profits for 
himself. He said he sent the bids to Su- 
perintendent A. W. Machen at Washing- 
ton.

SUBMITS REPORT 


Trustees Informed of Affairs at 
University, 


, 


Report Deals with Many Features of 
the Work of the State Institu- 
“tion—Agricultural Depart- 
ment Is Prominently 
Mentionéd. 


Athens, June 11.—(Special.)—The report 
of Chancellor Walter B. Hill for the past 
collegiate year was handed to the board 
of trustees of tthe University of Georgla 
today. The strictest attention was paid 
to the chancellor as he read the report 
and at its conclusion he was congrat- 
wiated upon the excellent showing made 
for the state’s great institution of learn- 
ing during the year just closing. 

Chancellor Hill’s opening remarks were 
as follows: 

“The present session of the university 
has been attended with favorable aus- 
pices. The enrollment of students, reach- 
ing 359, exceeds by 27 the high water mark 
of attendance registered in the centennial 
year. The general assembly has adopt- 
ed toward the university the policy of 
maintenance. The appropriation of $22,600 
per annum for this purpose at the last 
session‘ not only made Secure the new 
library offered by a friend of the unl- 
versity, but by releasing certain funds 
which the university was free to use in 
other ways, has enabled the board, in 
accordance with plans laid before the 
cOmmittee of the general assembly, to 
undertake the eonstruction of an annex 
to the present library building, in which 
lecture rooms will be supplied, and has 
thus made it possible to convert.the new 
coliege into a dormitory with free ac- 
commodations for seventy-six men. The 
appropriation has also enabled the board 
to make provision for the chair of phi- 
losophy and education by the election of 
Professor T. J. Woofter; for the instruc- 
torship in rhetoric and English literature, 
to which Professor S. V. Sanford has 
been chosen; to provide a liberal sum 
for the development of the school of agri- 
culture in the state college; and to in- 
augurate a series of farmers’ institutes 
in the state. The two years’ course in 
the law school has passed beyond the 
experimental stage, and the attendance, 
which now equals the average attendance 
during the period of the one-year course, 
shows that this elevation of the stand- 
ard of legal educattion has received the 
commendation of the people, and espe- 
cially the bar of the state. 

“With the exception of one incident, 
growing out of the traditional rivalry be- 
tween the two lower classes, the order 
prevailing in the student body has been 
excellent throughout the session. 

“Through the university summer 
school, for which plans are now com- 
plete, and which is officered by an able 
faculty, composed of some members of 
the faculty of the university, of the 
State Normal school, and of other colleges 
of this state and of other states, a new 
Opportunity is afforded of bringing the 
university into more intimate relation 
with the teachers and the whole system 
of education in Georgia.’ 

Reports from University Schools. 

Chancellor Hill transmitted along with 
his report the reports of the presidents 
of the various institutions composing the 
collective university as follows: Presi- 
dent Stewart, of Dahtonega; President_ 
Hall, of the Technological school; Presi- 
dent Chappell, of the Girls’ Normal and 
Industrial college; President Branson, of 
the State Normal school; Dr. Ford, dean 
of the Medical college at Augusta, and 
President Wright, of the colored college 
at Savannah, ;

The chancellor dealt at length with 
the agricultural department of the uni- 
versity in his report, and among other 
things said: 

This school in the State College of 
Agriculture agd the Mechanic Arts has 
already received at the meeting of the 
board held in January your most con- 
siderate attention, a liberal appropriation 
having been made for its development, 
exclusive of the reghlar fixed charges. 
Valuable additions have been made to 
the stock of the farm and a new barn 
of improved construction has been erect- 
ed. The one year course, established at 
the last commencement, was attended by 
nine students, and in view of the fact 
that there was n@ time for advertising 
the course except during the vacation, 
this attendance may be taken as evidence 
of the wisdom of its establishment, and 
justifies the confident hope of a consid- 
erable increase pf students, so soon as 
the course can be made generally known 
to the public. ‘ 

In order to carry out the board's 
scheme of agricultural education it is 
necessary to make provision for the 
training of teachers. In the university 
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mmer school provision has been made 
for this purpose, and I recommend bring- 
ing the work of the normal school and 
the state college into closer relation. This 
will be in line with the purpose of the 
board to emphasize the unity of the uni- 
versity organization. Mr. Rhodes, of the 
normal school, and Messrs. Johnson and 
Hart, of the school of agriculture, might 
interchange classes in such a way as tu 
benefit both schools. 

To recapitulate, it is believed that full 
provision for agricultural education 
would involve the following: First: Na- 
ture study in connection with primary 
education. Second: School gardens for 
illustration and. elementary text books 
in secondary education. ‘Third: College 
of agriculture with its three courses, (a) 
winter course, (b) one-year course, (c) 
full four years’ course, (d) campus area 
and farm for illustration. Fourth: Nor- 
mal training for teachers in the univer- 
sity summer school and jointly in the 
state normal school and the state col- 
lege of agriculture. Fifth: Farmers’ in- 
stitutes for adult farmers. 

Peabody College for Teachers. 

Touching the question of the estavlisn- 

ment of, the Peabody college for teachers 
in this ity, Chancellor Hill says in his re- 
port: 
‘The trustees of the Peabody fund have 
under consideration a change in the use 
of that fund, which amounts to about $vv,- 
000 per annum, and the possible establian- 
ment in the south of a college for teach- 
ers. If this plan should be adopted it | 
seems that the state of Georgia, occupy- 
ing a position in the tier of the southern 
states midway between Virginia and 
Tex and between Florida on the south 
ana Teemesees on the north, would be the 
most appropriate location. The same cuon- 
ditions which dictated the location of the 
Teachers’ college .at -Columbia, which 
would no doubt turnish the general type 
of the proposed college, suggests the prob- 
ability that the institution will be con- 
nected with a university and there are 
many reasons why in such connection a 
state university would be preferable. I 
recommend that the board tender the fa- 
cilities of the university to the trustees of 
the Peabody fund for the proposed Teach- 
ers’ college. It if probabie that the citi- 
zens of Athens will offer a strong in- 
ducement. to the trustees looking to the 
location of the college here. 1 also suz- 
gest that a committee of this board be 
appoirted, charged with the duty of in- 
quiring whether an offer from the general 
assembly of the state could not be obtain- 
ed in connection with the Athens propo- 
sition.”’ 

Chancellor Hill recommends the estab- 
lishment of a college of pharmacy in the 
university. 

Chancellor Hill intends in his next re- 
port to recommend the establishment of 
a school of commerce in connection with 
the university, similar to that which ex- 
ists in the leading institutions of tne 


“north and west. 


In the chancellor's report it is sug- 
gested that the commencement exercises 
mext year be held under a bush arbor on 
the campus, as they were at the first 
ccmmencement in 184. The next com- 
mencement will be the one hundredth 
rommencement of the institution. 
According to the report of the chancel- 
lor, there is not manifested in the literary 
societies of the university as much inter- 
est as there should be. Athletics at 
the university are reported to be in bet- 
ter condition than ever before.

Perry Hills, who is a platform favorite 
throughout the country, has recently 
published verses named “A Creed of 
Preference,” that has aroused ‘some 
critics to come.after him with ham- 
mers and tongs.. 

It Ought to be readily allowed to Mr. 
Hills to have .his.own “creed of pref- 
erence” as other men are permitted to 
do, without so much hullabaloo. The 
Christian has his creed and it often 
differs very widely from the written 
creed of the church with which he af- 
filiates. The Brahmins, the Moham- 
meéedans and the Chinese have “a 
creed of preference” each suited to his 
Own ideals of how he should believe 
and act. 

Joseph Cook was wont to say that 
creeds are to be estimated by the kind 
of men they make. No man, indeed, 
can be adequately judged by the creed 
he confesses. And as Sam Jones has 
so cogently said of baptism, “it isn't 
so much how the fellow was baptized 
as it is what sort of a fellow he is 
since he got baptized.” The life is the 
only true test and a man’s creed, in 
fact, is known in what he does and 
not in what he says. 

For instance, Mr. Hills is attacked 
because he said: 

“I'd rather tell a thousand lies to shield 

a heart from pain, 

help some struggling soul a 

purpose to attain; 

Than, boasting of uncompromising hon- 
esty, forsooth, 

Stab Tope with candid speech, or break 
a heart with brutal truth.” 

This is a free country and any man 
can have “his rathers” and take the 
consequences. If the poet has an idea 
that no heart can get profit out of pain 
and that it is his duty to make a mul- 
tiplied prevaricator out of himself to 
contribute heart’s-ease to a neighbor, 
who should try to prevent him? We 
are told that “all men are liars,” any- 
how. If that is true, the best any of 
us can do is to have a preference as 
to the degree of our liar-ability. 

But Mr. Hills is quoted and kicked 
for another sentiment he holds, as 
follows: 
“I'd rather reach the Judgment seat and 
face my Maker there 
As one who never sang His praiso or 
came to Him in prayer, 
Than as a canting hypocrite, with sanc- 
timonious face, 
Who never did one deed because he loved 
the human race.”’ 
Now, candidly, we do not under- 
stand why the poet should be chal- 
lenged for this expression. If he 
should really have this creed that he 
has announced and would really rath- 
er ‘meet his Maker, judgment and 
Hades than do the things he despises, 
what’s the odds? There is no philos- 
ophy of pure and helpful living that 
requires him to have these “rathers,” 
but if he. will divide what ought to be

contemporaneously—our creed teaches 
us that he will ultimately get all his 
“rathers” in a bunch!

That solid old Boston newspaper, 
The Transcript, is fearfully and won- 
derfully worried over the proposition 
to import to Boston five, seven or 
eleven thousand negroes from the cot- 
ton fields of Virginia and the Caroli- 
nas. Steady readers of The Tran- 
script and its special hobby of Afro- 
altruism are astounded over this re- 
markable recidivism of that old relia- 
ble negrophilist journal. 

Reviewing its past record one would 
have expected The Transcript to head 
the subscription list for a processional 
reception into “the cradle of liberty” 
of these “Hebrew chilluns from de 
’Gypshun brickyards!” And in our 
mind’s camera obscura we could see 
The Transcript making room for negro 
workmen in all the departments of its 
Office, even from the coal-passer in 
the engine room to that editorial writ- 
er to whom southern villainies. are 
given over for proper or pestiferous 
treatment. 

Instead The Transcript is bewailing 
the negro immigration programme and 
printing all sorts of reasons why it 
would be a woeful mistake to fetch 
southern negroes to Boston. Any oth- 
er foreign element may come in with-

and railroad cars and in the hotels and 
restaurants; let them levy and disburse 
taxes although they have no property; 
let them take charge of the public 
schools although they cannot read—in 
short. let them do in Massachusetts just; 
as Massachusetts wants them to do in 
the south. And then let us see what.

The more sensible and conservative 
people of the north do not need such 
a drastic dose to bring about the un- 
ravelling of thefr kinks of prejudice 
for negro equality and domination. 
They are coming around, slowly and 
awkwardly, like a flat-footed dancer 
fust learning to reverse in a waltz, 
and we confidently expec. to see even 
The Transcript shortly falling into line 
and ueclaring that the only logical, 
promising and practicable policy is to 
let the southern whites and negrces 
create their own concordat. 

The Regicide in Servia. 

The assassinations of King Alexan- 
der and Queen Draga put a sudden and 
bloody end to one of the most hideous 
of the royal regimes of Europe. Had 
they lived in this country both would 
long ago have been haled to the police 
court and probably now be doing time 
in a work house. 

Servia has been disgraced by the 
antics of the disreputable pair until 
the patience of even its none too prud- 
ish people has taken the quick remedy 
of regicide in order to get a better 
odor in the national atmosphere and 
a better repute for the country among 
the nations of the earth. 

While the tatterei theory of “a di- 
vine right to rule” may obtain with 
some peoples a while longer, yet there 


.|are cases where a people are justified 


in feeling that the Lord never author- 
ized the reign of certain of their sov- 
er¢igns. In that case a popular revolt 
rises above the grade of rebellion and 
the tragedy by which the brutal 
regime is ended cannot be classified 
as assassination. 

The story of the Alexandrian era in 
Servia is one almost too disgusting 
to be followed in detail and millions of 
civilized people will feel that it in- 
duced its own proper finish. 


Two Evils Nesding Attention. 

Two evils are growing seriously in 
this city and The Constitution is im- 
portuned to cal] the attention of the 
police authorities to the need for their 
prompt abatement. 

One of them is the hoodlumism, 
swearing and unrestrained vulgarities 
manifested and uttered from “the 
bleachers” at the baseball park. It is 
just as unlawful for oaths and inde- 
cencies to be hurled from’ those 
benches as it would be if they were 
yelled on the streets, in our theaters 
or in the church@s. Persons of decen- 
cy, refinement and Christian feelings, 
whose means limit them to bleacher 
seats, are entitled to protection from 
the foulness that reaches them there 
and often extends to the hearing of 
ladies in the reserved seats. A couple 
of quick arrests, followed by doses of 
prophylactic fines by Judge Broyles, 
will promptly end that evil. 

The other is the growing evil of 
women of the demi-monde riding in 
open carriages through the principal 
residence thoroughfares of the city.

Editor Constitution: In the story of the 
“Inchling,’’ in your Sunday supplement, 
the hero finds it necessary to knot his 
rope or thread in order to escape from 
the table, and it takes him a long time, 
as he pulls the entire rope through each 
knot. It would be well to know, in case

of an emergency, that a rope can be 

knotted in a few minutes, by the fol- 

lowing method: 

Coil the rope in as small a circle as 
possible, making a single half hitch with 
each coll. When the required length is 
coiled down, bring the end of the rope 
at the bottom of the coil* up through 
the coil, and a knot will be formed at 
each half hitch. Pull the rope out until 
all the knots are formed, tightening them 
as they come through. The distance be- 
tween knots will be equal! to the circum- 
ference of the coil. I have knotted 100 
feet of rope in four minutes.

Two Banks Wrecked by 
Peculations of President 
Cornwell, 


Birmingham, Ala., June 11.—The doors 
of the Bessemer Savings bank and tli* 
Bank of Commertce, both located at Besse- 
mer, Ala., failed to open this morning as 
the ‘result of the shortage and flight of T. 
J. Cornwell, president of the first named 
bank. 

At 2 o'clock this morning Judge Senn, 
of the city court in this city, on petition 
of the depositors of the Savings bank, 
named George H. Stevenson as receiver 
for that bank and on petition of the di- 
rectors of the Bank of Commerce, in 
which Cornwell was interested, appoint- 
ed Tom O. Smith receiver of the latter 
bank. 

None of the Birmingham banks are af- 
fected by the Yailures. The petition for a 
receiver in the case of the Savings bank 
sets forth that the liabilities are $235,000, 
of which about $230,000 was deposits, while 
the assets are placed at $35,000. 

The libilities of the Bank of Commerce 
are $43,000 and assets $67,000. The latter 
bank, it is stated, was closed as a pre- 
cautionary measuré to protect both the 
bank and the depositors. It is believed 
that the Bank of Commerce will pay out. 

Nothing further has been heard from 
Cornwell, but it is stated that he pur- 
chased a ticket for Washington in this 
city Saturday right. The exact amount 
of his shortage has not yet been ascer- 
iained, but it is in the neighborhood of a 
quarter of a million dollars. 

Reward Asked for Cornwell. 

At a special meeting of the mayor and 
aldermen of Bessemer at noon today it 
was decided to make request on the gov- 
ernor to offer a reward for President 
Cornwell's arrest. ' 

The city of Bessemer lost $18,000 by the 
failure of the Bessemer Savings bank.

Major Bizzell Will Organize 
Important Regimental 
Adjunct, 


Major B. W. BizzeH, surgeon of the 
Fifth regiment, infantry, has in charge 
the matter of organizing a hospital and 
litter corps to be attached to. that com- 
mand, and he will today send in his 
requisition for the supplies and materiais 
needed to carry out this object. 

Dr. Bizzell proposes to organize a corps 
consisting of the surgeon of the regi- 
ment, three assistant surgeons, four hos- 
pital stewards and twenty-five men, the . 
majority of whom wil! be newly enlisted, 
only a few of them being taken from the 
present ranks of the regiment. This -or- 
ganization will be perfected under the 
present military regulations of the state, 
which provide for such a corps as an ad- 
junct to each regiment. 

This will be the first corps of this kind 
to be organized in the state, and while 
it will be attached to the Fifth regiment it 
will be subject to the orders of the gev- 
ernor to go anywhere on any occasion 
that its services may be needed.

Augusta, Ga., June 11.—(Special.)—Some- 
thing of a sensation has been created by 
the action of unknown parties in leav- 
ing on the doorsteps of a negro woman 
in Hamburg, 8.

PROPERTY LOSS 
GIVEN IN DETAIL 


a 


Chairman Smith, of Gaines- | 
ville Loss Committee, Is- 
sues Statement. 


Gainesville, Ga., June 11.—(Special.)— 
Gainesville has settled down to her nof- 
Mal condition, and there is a noticeable 
absence of confusion upon the streets. 
There are but few visitorg daily and even 
the country folks are at home on their 
farms. 

There is only one serious case at the 
negro hospital, that of a negro woman, 
who has a case of lockjaw. Her condition 
is serious. At the city and New Holland 
hospitals all patients are doing well, 
though there will be two or three deaths 
before a great while. 

Joha A, Smith, chairman of the 
committee, who made a systematic esti- 
mate of all losses, having gone over every 
foot of the ground, has given to the press 
the following statement: 

With the consent of the mayor and 
speaking for the property loss committee 
composed of Judge J. B. Winburn, B. D. 
Langford ahd myself, | wish to give to the 
press and through this medium to a most 


loss 


the result of a most careful and searching 
investigation as to the true conditions of 
the storm-stricken city as I find it today. 
No one who has not been on the grounds 
and made a personal investigation of the 
destruction that followed in the wake of 
the tornado can form but a feeble idea of 
the calamity that has befallen our city. 

God bless the press; You have told the 
people of our pressing needs, and have 
not only headed subscription lists, but 
have inspired the people to liberally give 
to a cause absolutely worthy. 

God bless the people! You have respond- 
ed most nobly and graciously. The relief 
committee has had the situation well in 
hand from the first day without confusion 
or friction, working in and out of season. 
Every pressing want has, or will be, sup- 
plied by Saturday night. 

The three hospitals are well organized 
and moving smoothly, and those wounded, 
Scattered about over the city, are well 
cared for, 

As I see the situation it is about this: 
The dead have been buried, and the in- 
jured are having their wants administered 
unto, Provisions, clothing of every sort, 
household and kitchen furniture, supplies 
—in fact about everything of this sort— 
has been supplied that was lost. 

Plans for the Future. 

This brings us face to face with the 
most serious problem—that must be met, 
and will be met: First, find work for 
the people that they may earn their liv- 
ing. Second, build back the homes of 
needy over the storm-swept district, 


nearly 2 miles in length. - To better un- 
derstand the situation I desire to say | 
that at the time of the disaster there 
was scarcely an empty house in the city. 
The occupants of most of these destroyed 
homes are temporarily quartered in tents 
and huts. 

It can be readily seen now that 
any donation sent should be confined to 
cottage lumber, shingles, nails or cash. 
If the railroads would transport, free of 
charge, from south Georgia and Ala- 
bama points this building material, so 
badly needed, some $4 on every thousand 
feet of lumber can be saved, and I ap- 
peal to the management of the railroads 
to come to the relief of our stricken city 
in this manner.

The above losses do not include live 
stock, rents due at time of disaster, loss 
to wage earners, fences and trees blown 
away, trinkets and personal property, 
bills due to merchants, nor the loss to 
those owning $80,000 worth of stock in 
the Gainesville cotton mills. 

These losses are not necessarily total, 
but the future must tell what amount 
will be paid. For the present, at least, 
they are losses, and in the aggregate 
will amount to $150,000, which, added to 
that given above in detail of property 
i¢sses, foots up the sum first given to 
.the world by the press, making that esti- 
mate practically correct, viz, $600,000. 

As to relief: The treasurer of the re- 
lief association has received up to date 
aboue $30,000 in cash, and the commissary 
for supplies reports the receipt of cloth- 
ing, furnituré, household and kitchen 
furniture, etc., worth, approximately, 
$13,000. Of these amounts much money 
has been paid out, and many supplies 
have been issued. 

With the help of our good women, the 
press and the noble-hearted people who 
have so generously given us aid, [I pre- 
dict that in six months our little city 
will be well upon its feet again. Our 
big mills, which met with such heavy 
losses here and at Pacolet, S. C., are in 
strong hands and are amply able to 
cope with the situation. Respectfully,

The newspaper men who went to Spar- 
tanburg, 8. C., the scene of the recent 
awful flood disasters, had not a few 
‘interesting experiences in making their 
way to the little South Caroliha city 
which, for a couple of days, was cut off 
from railroad communication in every 
direction. Of course, the object of every 
newspaper man was to get there as 
quickly as possible, ahead of competitors, 
and in such a race every minute counts. 
On such a mission they are usually in- 
clined to laugh at danger, the thought 
of which, when it ts all over, would 
probably cause a shudder. 

There is no doubt about the fact that 
Alan Rogers, of The Constitution, was 
the first newspaper correspondent to 
reach Spartanburg after all railroad com- 
munication had been cut off. He was 
followed closely by others on Sunday, 
nevertheless he was the first there. Ex- 
ception is made, of course, of Randolph 
Smith, of The Columbia State, who was 
the first of all newspaper men on the 
scene. The State was looking for trouble, 
and Mr. Smith left Columbia for Spar- 
tanburg early Saturday morning, or 
within an hour or two after the big 
cotton mills had gone down tnder the 
weight of the flood waters. He reached 
Pacolet Saturday and gave his paper an 
excellent account of the work of the 
flood. » Within twelve hours after his ar- 
rival bridges between Columbfa and Spar- 
tanburg went down, and communication 
in that direction was cut off. 

Mr. Rogers has already told briefiv of 
his trip by rail, wagon, handcar, boat 
and on foot, two bridges having gone 
down shortly after he crossed them. He 
went on. however. in spite of every ob- 
stacle, and led all of the Georgia corre- 
spondents and most of those of South 
Carolina into the heart of the flood dis- 
trict. Others have claimed the credit, 
but that it belongs to Mr. Rogers there 
is abundant testimony.

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THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, June 11.—There was a Spas~- 
modic readjustment of the price level of 
stocks at the opening this morning, 
which was continued during the rest of 
the session in a. more orderly and steady 
manner. It was very evident that the 
principal demand came from uncovered 
bear operators for the short account, and 
there was the same lack of adequate 
rews to explain the sudden reversal of 
sentiment as there has been to explain the 
persistent weakness of the market for 
some time. It became instantly appar- 
ent, however, with the fall of the presi- 
dent’s gavel this morning, that much of 
what had been regarded as urgent and 
forced Hquidation yesterday more especi- 
ally, was a daring operation on the short 
side of the market. The speculative forces 
in the market seemed to have reassyred 
themselves over night as to the charac- 
ter of this selling. Large buying orders 
were in consequence placed in the market 
for execution at thé opening this moru- 
ing. ‘Lhe uncovered bears seemed to have 
intormation of what was awaiting them, 
and the opening looked like a bear panic. 
Simultaneous transactions in many ihous- 
and shares were made at widely diver- 
gent prices. In Atchison, after one sale 
of 000 shares at t 1-2, 11,00 shares were 
sold at varying quotations from 66 to é6i, 
the excited brokers paying this range of 
prices in different parts of the crowd at 
the same instant. in many of the other 
stocks, which have been under most 
pressure iately, prices ranged upward at 
the opening with a rush ali the way from 
1 to 31-2 points for tne leaders. The prin- 
cipal trading and the most notable move- 
ments of the.day were in Atchison, Balti- 
more and Ohio, Norfolk and W estern, St. 
Paul, the Pacifics and Amalgamated, 
which are precisely the stocks that have 
fallen in the weakest manner for some 
time past. By the end of the day the 
gains in these stocks had extended to 
from 33-8 to 41-8, the latter for Atchi- 
son. Even larger gains were shown by 
some of the less active stocks. Yester- 
day’s rumors of trouble in foreign circles 
were icidentally cleared up, ahd it was 
learned that there has been no important 
selling of Americans for foreign account, 
but on the contrary a growing invest- 
ment demand.
